Court Rules 
Vote Machine 
Is Valid

LITTLE ROCK (AP> — Use of 


voting machines in Arkanas elec- 
tions is constitutional if the ma- 
chine numbers the ballot so that 
the voter record can be checked 
later, the state Supreme Court! 
ruled today. 


The opinion 
modified Pulaski 


Circuit Judge Guy Amslcr's rul- 
ing that act 484 of 1949—the vot- 
ing machine law is unconstitution- 
al on ground votes were not re- 
corded individually on the type 
machine involved in the suit. 


Today's ruling apparently opens 


the way for the city of Little Rock 
to continue its efforts to obtain 
voting machines, if a machine can 
be found to record the individual 
vote. 


Amslcr's ruling came in a suit 


filed by the city after the County 
Election Commission 
refused to 


purchase 
voting machines 
a 1- 


though voters had approved them. 


In the lower court, the city de- 


fended use of the Sh'oup voting 
machine, the type it wanted the 
county to buy. 


The Supreme Court's opinion to- 


day 
said, 
"After 
studying the 


question we are unanimously of 
the opinion that an election con- 
ducted with the Shoup machine 
would not conform to the detail- 
ed requirements of our constitu- 
tion.
